London, Feb. 7.— In tho House of Com- 
mons to-day Kier Hurdie, labor member, 
moved an amendment expressing regret that 
tho address has not mentioned tho wide- 
spread misery among the workingmen of 
Great Britain ; and that the Government 
should take steps to alleviate the immediate 
distresss by ordering that throughout their 
workshops the minimum wages he sixpence 
per hour for a week of IS hours, 
and that all Government contracts be 
given out in England. Tho House 
liBtcucd unsympathotioally to the speech, 
and showed interest only when 
Mr. Hardie threatened tho members who 
might vote against the amendment 
that bo would retaliate Howard Vincent, 
Conservative, supported the amendment. 
He quoted statistics showing tho decline of 
British commerce, and deduced from them 
the necessity of a protective tariff and reci- 
procity treaties. Tho result of tho debate 
in the House this evening has been that tho 
-Ministers havo decided to apply the cloture 
on Friday, in case the address be still under 
discussion at that [time. They propose to 
clear the way for the introduction of tho 
Home Rule bill on Monday.

THE PANAMA CANAL. 

The French Government Will Not Use its In- 
llaenco to Secure Continuance of the 
Concessions Made by Colombia. 

'.utis, Feb. 7. — Late in the afternoon it 
was announced that ex-Deputy Gobron had 
been committed for trial. After hearing 
that tho charge against him had been dis- 
missed by the Chandler of Indictments, 
Senator tirevy sent to M. Marohicourt, 
udioial liquidator of the Panama Canal 
Company, a check for 200,000 francs, tho 
amount credited to M. Grevy on the 
Thierre counterfoils, as having been deliv- 
ered to him in 1SSS. 

In tho chamber to day, Deputy Angel is 
spoke at length in favor of tho Government 
obtaining from Colombia a prolongation of 
tho canal concession, and asked 'the min- 
istry whether any steps to this end hud 
been taken. 

M. Ribot replied guardedly that the Gov- 
ernment must decline to interfere directly 
in the matter— desirable as it was that the 
work so far done should not be allowed to 
go to waste. The Government would aid 
the judicial liquidator, however, to a cer- 
tain extent, in his cllbrts to get the ex- 
tension. 

Deputy Gauthier insisted that the Gov- 
ernment must accept the responsibility 
which M. Ribot had declined. The canal 
would not be finished, be said, unless the 
Government took direct and energetic steps 
to save the enterprise. If the stockhold- 
ers lost the hundred millions already 
expended ou the isthmus, he thought that 
with the hesitancy of the government to in- 
terfere, it would have to answer for tho con- 
sequences. 

•leers and protests greeted this statement 
and the president called for order several 
times before the chamber became quite 
enough to hear Ai. Ribot'a reply. 

The Premier said that tho object of M. 
Gauthier and his colleagues apparently was 
rather to make political capital out of these 
concession mutters than to assure the 
future of the canal. The judicial 
liquidator was doing everything in 
hia power to secure tho extension of 
tho concession and ho hud tho moral 
support of the Government, whatever could 
be dono without tho direct intervention of 
the Government. Would bo done to promote 
the realization of this purpose. The depu- 
ties should rest content with these assuran- 
ces, and should vole the order of the day. 
Before t lie vote was taken, M. Tirard, Min- 
ister of Finance, evoked loud applause by 
declaring that as long as ho should hold 
olliee, no institution connected with the 
Government should in any way bo tied to 
the Panama Conu'. enterprise. Tho order 
of the day was voted by :>7-l deputies 
against 34.

POKI TOWNSEND, Feb. 7— The ocean 
current which flows northward along 
tho coast of Washington and Van- 
couver Island by some mariners is believed 
to be increasing in speed. Capt. S. F. 
Graves attributes the loss of the Michigan 
to this increasing current. He made cer- 
tain calculations for the distance his vessel 
would run while coming up tho Washington 
coast. Thick weather obscurod the lights, 
and no sounds from the fog whistles could 
be heard, When the accident occurred he 
ascertained that his vessel had overrun her 
distance about: thirty miles, lie calcu- 
lated that the current was running 
about twenty miles an hour, and 
knowing tho time his vessel was making 
he had reason to believe thut bo was 
abreast of tho Straits of Juan do Fuca, 
Hud the weather been clear ho could havo 
detected tho mistake by observing tho 
i'atoosh light and avoided the accident. 
Since the mishap he has givon considerable 
attention to the question of tho velocity i,f 
t lie current. Several shipmasters have no- 
tified him that they, too, have noticed thut 
the current was increasing in speed of late 
years independent of the tides.

BRISBANE, Feb. 7.— The water ia 30 feet 
deep in the principal streets of the city 
to-night, and in tho suburbs, has covered 
buildings 00 feet high. Five hundred houses 
havo been demolished. Hundreds of fami- 
lies hava_ lost their homes, and havo left 
the city in boats to seek shelter on higher 
ground. All the gas and water pipes have 
bscn destroyed. Tho city is in darkness. 
The Governor came to the city in a boat. 
He says that all the towns between Brisbane 
and Ipswich are submerged. This is the 
greatest disaster in tho history of tho 
colony.

— Tho Tax on Succes- 
sions bill, which bus been introduced in the 
Mauitobu Legislature, provides for the tax- 
ing of all willed estates of persons dy- 
ing wdio have property within this province, 
With tho exception of any tho value of 
whioh after paying all debts is uuder $2,000, 
or of property pissing by will, intestucy or 
otherwise for the use of father, mother, hus- 
band, wife, child, grandchild, etc., of the 
deceased, where the aggregate value of the 
property does not exceed §25,000. All pro- 
perty which passes in trust ia to bo subject 
to a succession dutv.

Vangouvuk, Fob. 7. — A. oomraitbeo from 
the City Council has been appointed to con- 
sider the propoBal of the city guaranteeing 
tlie tramway bonda.

Foiling booths to closo at Bix instead of live;

worth of property inateud of $500 ; to 
make it iieceaa;iry to have three-fit ths of the 
voter.'! In favor of money by-laws to make it 
valid instead of a bare majority ; to prevent 
boys under 1G being used as messengers to 
houses of ill-fame ; to give tho council 
power to out down dangerous trec3 on 
private property ; to compel owners to sur- 
vey lota and blocks with a view to 
locating streets ; to define tho limits 
within which slaughter houses, laundries, 
etc., may be located ; to give the. oily the 
power to collect local improvement rates the 
same as ordinary taxes ; to compel all pro- 
perty on the lino of sewera and city water 
works to be connected therewith, by cither 
the tenants or tho owners ; to give tho 
city the right to sue contractors or others 
who cause accidents through tho leaving 
of obstructions or excavations unguarded on 
or by the streets; the city to give its bonda 
as temporary security for loans pending 
their sale; to guarantee in full local im- 
provement debentures; to add debenture 
surpluses or balances to tho sinking fund; to 
give tho city solicitor power to amend the 
charter, if possible, so us to prevent fur- 
ther litigation on the Burrard Inlet Railway 
Bonus by-law.

KAMLOOPS. 

(From tho Inland Sentinel.) 
The question of establishing a cold stor- 
age warehouso at Kamloops must now come 
homo to the ranchers with u force that can- 
not be resisted. The value of tho cattle 
that will die for want of shelter and food, 
owing to tho cold and snow, would pay sov- 
eral times over the cost of building a cold 
storage warehouse and forming a company 
to buy, slaughter and furnish tho coast 
markets with British Columbia beef of the 
first Quality. Wo have been strongly urg- 
ing that ranchers should join in protecting 
themselves in this manner, and we trust 
that it will not be possible to have repeated 
the disastrous experience of this winter, 
which can be so easily avoided by the form- 
ation of a cold atorage company in tho man- 
ner indicated. 

Ico cutting on the river began in earnest 
on Monday last. Tlie cold snap completely 
closed the river and in tho still water tho 
iuo is now from IG to IS inches thick and of 
tho finest quality. Mr. T. Costley ia busy 
shipping the supply required by the C.P.R. 
at Vancouver and North Bend, as well as 
filling the Kamloops ico house. Messrs. 
Benuet & Hornby are tilling the town 
houses, both business and dwelling, und are 
also shipping aomo 200 tons to the coast for 
tho C.P.N. Co., Victoria. The ice ia the 
finest that has been cut for some years, be- 
ing entirely free from snow or slush of uny 
kind, making it for keeping purposes worth 
one half more than that with white ice on 
top. 

A report received from the Kamloops 
Coal Co. 'a North Thompson mines, states 
that a seam recently opened up measures, 
at a distance of 25 feet from tho surface, 
OA feet in thickness, with a 12 inch parting 
of soft rock in the centre, which has thinned 
down from 2 feet at the cropping. This 
leaves feet of coal of excellent quality, 
and is pronounced a rich seam. The fore- 
man in charge writes to Mr. J. S. Law- 
rence, manager of tho company, that tho 
rock parting ia working out fast, and he 
expects to have in a few days a solid scam 
of at least .3 feet with possibly a thin part- 
ing. Seam No. 1 is also improving, the 
rock at the bottom having been replaced by 
clean coal, the seam now measuring .'i feet 
11 inches and steadily increasing in thick- 
ness.

MARINE MOVEMENTS. 

The Wilmington's Ill-Luck Does Not Reset- 
Her, und iflre Oompletea the Destructive 
Work of the .Storm. 

Nowa wun received yesterday that tho 
steamer Wilmington, after weathering out 
four days of terrific gales off Cape Flattery 
and finally succeeding in reaching port at 
Astoria, afterward caught fire and was com- 
pletely destroyed. It appears that alio loft 
Astoria for Linton on Saturday und began 
discharging cargo at that place, at about 6 
p.m. There waa then no sign of (ire in her 
hold.. Several bonis later smoke was dis- 
covered issuing therefrom. All hands 
made desperate efforts to locato and put out 
the fire but with no avail. The injectors 
were opened und the vessel settled part way 
and then stopped. An attempt to got a fire- 
engine from Portland proved fruitless and 
at about S o'clock Monday morning the 
flames burst through tho deck and iu two 
hours tho vessel waa completely destroy- 
ed, nothing remaining except the badly 
damaged iron hulk. Tho Wilmington waa 
valued at §50,000, part of which was cover- 
ed by insurance. About $2,000 worth of 
lime rock and 1,000 barrela of limo was loft, 
t he remainder of tho cargo being saved by 
hard work. The fire was caused by water 
reaching the lime in tho hold.

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THE COLD IN TUB INTERIOR. 



Hundreds If not Thousands of Cattle 
Have Perished During the Re- 
cent Severe Weather. 

The Mercury Now Comfortably Away 
From the Zero Mark— The 
.Slush In the City. 



Wet feet and consequent colda are now 
the order of the day, for the " told spell " 
has been followed by a general thaw unci 
the streets are a mixture of slush, slush and 
Blush. The sleighing i3 going, inch by inch, 
and tho mercury has resumed a comfortable 
position between HO and 40 degrees above 
zero. The stroet cars nro not yet in service, 
and President Higgins announces thac no 
further efforts will be made to place them 
on the rails again until tho snow has cleared 
i tself away. One good result of tho visit- 
ation of Winter will bo tho doom of a num- 
ber of ramshackle old verandahs, which, as 
intimated a few days ago in tho COLONIST, 
must come down to ensure public safety. 
Building Inspector Northcott will report on 
this subject to the Council to-night, hia 
comments being based on a thorough exam- 
ination. The list of postponements grows 
smaller and less as the mercury riBes, and 
the only important announcement made 
under this head yesterday was that " in 
consequence," etc. , the ball to have been 
given on Friday evening at tho racquet 
court, C battery, will not be enjoyed until 
after Lent. 

New Westminster, Feb. 7.— (Special) — 
Appearances are not to bo relied on. The 
long-wished-for thaw is now at hand, and 
tho coldest registered any timo during last 
night was twelve degrees frost. By nine 
o'clock this morning the thermometer indi- 
cated twenty-four above zero, and btforc 
noon tho mercury was far above freezing 
point. That the mild Chinook is at hand is 
generally taken for granted. A couple of 
inches of snow fell last night, and early this 
morning there was every prospect 
for a heavy full, but tho storm 
passed over. Expecting serious trouble 
the tramway company had a snow plow out 
bright and early and kept it travelling up 
and down the line the most of the day. 
With tho return of milder weather it is ex- 
pected that regular service, both city and 
inter-urban, will be resumed within a day 
or two. A forco of men were put to work 
this afternoon to release the ferry from its 
icy bonds, and soon this was accomplished. 
An effort will be made to cut a way through 
the ico across the river and thus resume 
regular service. 

NANAIMO, Feb. 7.— (Special)— Thero waa 
a heavy snowfall this morning, and this 
afternoon the thaw set in. It still continues 
warm. The total snowfall is about fifty 
inches. 

Napier Lake (near Kamloops) Feb. 3. — 
The cold snap made its appearance here 
on January 24, when tho thermometer 
registered i ° . The next few days' weather 
was thus recorded: January 25, — 10°; 
January 2G. — 15° ; January 27, — 18° : Jun- 
uary28, — '10 3 ; January 2'J, — 24 ; January 
30, —30 ° ; January :!1, —28 ; February 1, 
— .'10°; February 2, — 34° J February.'!, 
— 22 ° . This last reading was taken with a 
strong wind blowing from the north, day and 
night. Nothing like this weather has been 
experienced here in twenty years. Largo 
numbers of cattlo are perishing. 

Plumper's Pass, Feb. 6. — (Special) — The 
past fortnight has been attended with 
weather of exceptional severity. Tho old 
folks gather rnuuil the fires and discuss the 
" epidemic of cold " while comparing it 
with winters of other years ; the young 
peoplo are availing themselves of tho gen- 
oral good sleighing. Many losses of stock 
have so far been reported, while the school 
on Qaliano Island has been closed until the 
roads again become passable. The shooting 
match arranged for last Saturday, has been 
pjslpoucd until the ISth inst. 

From the Golden Era: — "This week, as 
appears to be the case everywhere in the 
mountains, seven weather has prevailed, 
and up to date of writing (Thursday) is still 
prevailing. Wind has been accompanied by- 
sleet at times, and when these two evils 
subside tho thermometer is found to regis- 
ter very low. Thirty-six degrees below zero 
has been the record to date, and this is cold 
enough to please most of Golden'a inhabit- 
ants. Frost bites have been at a premium, 
but with the average man it is once bitten 
t\v ice shy, and consequently those who can 
remain at home do lo."

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FLOODS IN QUEENSLAND. 

Part of Brisbane I'mlcr Water— Many People 
Drowned— large Losses of Live Stock. 

BRISBANE, Feb. 5. — Incesaant rain for 
sovcral days has caused floods throughout 
Queensland. A part of this city is under 
water, many houses are submerged to the 
second floor, and the water is still rising. 
Bundaberg, Ipswich und Bundamba are 
threatened with toiul demolition. The in- 
habitants have left their houses, and those 
who have not lied to higher lands have 
taken refuge on roofs. All domestic an- 
imals and hundreds of e;ittl« have been 
drowned. A large loss of human lifo is re- 
ported, but nothing definite can be ascer- 
tained as to the totul number. The nunc 
near Bundamba has been Hooded and seven 
miners were drowned. In Ipswich many 
houses collapsed. Goodna is entirely under 
water, and the inhabitants took refugo on 
the hills. Hundreds are homeless, without 
shelter and without food. The loss of pro- 
perty is enormous. Cattle have been 
drowned by thousands, railways washed 
out and telegraph lines broken. All regu- 
larity of travel has ceased. Most railways 
have stopped running trains. 

SYDNEY, Feb. 7. — The city of Brisbane in 
Queensland continues to be completely 
isolated by floods. In tho region about 
Wide Bay, Queensland, hundreds of houses 
have been demolished by tho rushing 
waters and thousands of destitute people 
have taken refugo in the hills without 
shelter, being destitute of nearly all the 
necessaries of life. At Brisbane business is 
completely suspended. 

GROWING LESS. 

A French [Statistician CalculatestSTliat Two 
Thousand YTearsZHcnco thoSHuinan 
Racclwlll BelDwnrfs. 

(Philadelphia Times. ( 
A French] statistician, who has been 
studying the military and other records with 
a view of determining the height of men at 
different periods, has reached some wonder- 
ful results. He has ^not only solved some 
perplexing problems in regard to the past of 
tho human race, but is also enabled to cal- 
culate its futuro and to determine tho exact 
period when man will disappear from the 
earth. The recorded facts extend over 
nearly three centuries. It is found that in 
1010 the average height of man in Europe 
was 1.75 meters, or say ,"> feet i) inches. In 
1790 it was 5 feet G inches. In 1S20 it was 
5 feet 5 inches and a fraction. At tho pres- 
ent timo it is 5 feet 3 ■'/ inches. It is easy to 
deduce from these figures a rate of regular 
and gradual decline in human stature, and 
then apply this, working backward and for- 
ward to the past and to the future. By this 
calculation it is determined that the stuture 
of tho first men attained tho surprising 
average of Hi feet 9 inches. 

Truly, there wore giants on the earth in 
those days. The race had already deterior- 
ated in the days of Og, and Goliath was a 
quite degenerate offspring of the giants. 
Coming down to later time we find that at 
the beginning of our era tho average height 
of man was SI feet, and in the time of Charle- 
magne it was Sfeet fj inches. But the most 
astonishing result of this scientific study 
comes from the application of the same in- 
exorable law of diminution to the future. 
Tho calculation shows that by tho year 1000 
A.I), the stature of the average man will be 
reduced to fifteen inches. At that epoch 
thero will only be Lilliputians < n the earth. 
And the conclusion of the learned statis- 
tician is irresistible ; that " the end of the 
world will certainly arrive, for the inhabit- 
ants will have become so small that they 
will finally disappear" — "flnish by disap- 
pearing" a3 the French idiom expresses it — 
"from the terrestrial globe."

A BY-LAW 

Respecting the Assessment Roll, 

llo it enacted by the Corporation of tho City 
of Victoria, by the Council 1 hereof, as follows : 

1. It is hereby declared that a distinction for 
the purpoao of assessment shall bo mcdo be- 
tween land nnd improvements situate within 
the municipality limits of the Corporation of 
tho City of Victoria. 

2. Land situate within tho said limits 
shall bo estimated for tho purpose of assess- 
ment at Its actual cash value, us it wotdd Iki 
appraised in paymont of a just debt from a 
solvent debtor. 

3. Improvements situate within tho said 
limits shall bo estimated for tho purpose of 
assessment at fifty per cent of their actual cash 
vnluo, as thoy would bo appraised in payment 
of a just debt from a solvent debtor. 

4. Tho AEoessor shall begin to make tho 
assessment on or before tho fourth Friday in 
January, and complete tho same on or before 
tho second Tuesday in May, and the assess- 
ment shall he made on the said second Tuesday 
in May in each year. 

5. Tho Assessment Roll shall bo returned by 
tho Assessor to tho Clerk of tho Municipal- 
ity on or before tho third Saturday in May 
in each year. 

li. In tho construction of this by-law tho ex- 
pressions " Land" and "Improvements" shall 
have respectively the meanings given to them 
in Section 2 of the Municipal Act. 1892. 

7. Tho Land and Improvement Assessment 
By-Law, 1692, and any by-law or by-laws con- 
taining any provision or provisions v,hich may 
bo Inconsistent with or repugnant to tho pro- 
visions of this by-law, ia and are hereby re- 
pealed in so far only as tho samo are so incon- 
sistent or repugnant, so that full forco and 
effect shall bo given to tho provisions of this 
by-law, but not otherwise.

To Stop up a Portion of the Craig- 
flower Road. 

Whereas it is expedient that a portion of tho 
road known ss tho Cra'Kllower road should 
bo stopped up nnd streets used in plnoo 
thereof: 

Rc it therefore enacted by the Corporation 
of the City of Victoria by tho Council thereof 
as follows: 

Sec. 1. So much of tho Craigflowcr road ns 
runs through block N. Viet oria West, being a 
portion of section thirty-ono, Esquimalt diB 
trict, is hereby stopped up nnd closed to 
public .traffic, and Catherine and Langford 
streets are substituted therefor.

THE LABOR HILL. 

The Nanaimo Free Press says that the 
Llbor Bill is "disappointing, and not at 
all likely to prevent strikes, lockouts and 
other, labor and industrial disputes." It is 
a little hurtl to see what the Free Press ex- 
pects a bill of thi3 kind to effect. It is 
evident that no bill that could be drawn up 
would put an end to labor disputes. As 
long as human nature is what it is there 
will bo disputes between men who have deal- 
ings of any kind with each other. All 
which tho best law that can be enacted can 
possiblj' do is to make the settlement of such 
disputes e;>sy uftcr they do ariso. Neither 
can any law prevent either strikes or look- 
outs. No law can take from men the power 
to refuse to work on terms which they re- 
gard us unjust, neither can employers lie 
compelled to keep men at work when they 
cannot agree with the workers. It is not 
the function of law to interfere with men's 
private rights in this way. Both workmen 
aud employers must be left to the enjoy- 
• ment of their rights as free men. 
l!ut a law can be made which will operate 
so that workmen may find it to be their 
Interest not to strlko, and that employers 
will be able to come to an understanding 
with their work people before matters have 
proceeded so far a3 to compel them to close 
their works. This, we taWo it, is the object 
of the Hoards of Conciliation and Arbitra- 
tion which tho Government proposes to 
establish. It hopes to he able, in the ma 
jority of labor disputes, to make tho way 
for Hottlemcut easy. This is to be done by 
bringing employers and work people togeth- 
er in a friendly — a conciliatory— manner, 
to talk about the matters on which they 
disagree. To give the parties the oppor- 
tunity to do this is a long Btride towards 
tho amicable settlement of labor disputes. 
It often happens that the parties misunder- 
stand and misjudge each other, and the 
longer the dispute lasts the further do they 
get apart, and a settlement becomes an im- 
possibility until they arc both disciplined 
by loss and suffering. Hoards of Concili- 
ation will prevent matters from proceeding 
to extremities. 

The Free Tress thinks that the arbitra- 
tion should be made compulsory. There aro 
many of this opinion. But will not the feel- 
ing that there is no compulsion in the mat- 
ter dispose many men of both classes to do 
what they can to arrive at an amicable 
settlement ? It is not at all impossible that 
a conciliation law without a compulsory 
provision will be more effective and do more 
good than one which may appear to be more 
binding. 



manufacturers are made to suffer 
the commercial policy of nations whom 
she enriches by her trade, and yet 
they are told that they must sudor and 
submit to ingratitude and injustice meekly 
and quietly, for it is against tho principles 
of free trado to retaliate. It is not surpris- 
ing that Englishmen are getting tired of this 
sort of tiling. This commercial Quakerism 
goes against the grain of many of them, ns 
will be seen by the following extract from a 
letter lately written by Colonel C. E, How- 
ard Vincent, C. 15., M. 1'. : 

You ask me for toy views of the National 
Agricultural Conference. It Was a glorious 
gathering, tho vast hall crowded from floor 
to ceiling, every inch of standing room oc- 
cupied. A few red ties woro "there, and 
sleek socialists In fur coats, but there were 
two thousand delegates of Agricultural 
England determined that neither ridiculous 
nostrums not bottomless bimetallic theories 
should turn them aside from tho true evil, 
tho root of the present town aud country de- 
pression, unfair foreign competition. Five 
to one was the majority for making the 
£150,000,000 worth of foreign competing 
agricultural produce pay a share o( the £33,- 
000,01)11 of taxation annually levied from 
the workers of British laud. 

You will never get protection, say somo. 
The towns will deny it to agriculture. The 
country will deny it to manufactures. 
Nonsense, From tho conference 1 wont 
straight to great public meetings in Brad- 
ford and Nowcastlo-on-Tyne. 1 write from 
Sheffield, and this I declare. The working 
classes, who have to eat to lie:-, to produco 
lo consume, are not so blind to their own 
interests as the timid middle classes would 
have tho Government believe. They un- 
derstand and declare that theru must be 
fair give and take. If the new Agricul- 
tural Union exclude weak knees unci faint 
hearts from their council, and owners, occu- 
piers and workers, on the soil of England! 
put the national interests beforo party 
claims at tho polls — then England will, in 
tho near future, be scoured for the English 
and English wages for Englishmen. 

The progress which the cause that Col. 
Vincent advocatt'3 is making, is most sur- 
prising. It appears to be only tho other 
day that the Colonel and the few Fair- 
traders who had tho moral courage to work 
with him, were laughed at by men of all 
parties. Xow they are treated with ro- 
Speot and a very large proportion of the 
British people believe in the policy which 
they advocate. 
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The feeling in favor ol protection is evi- 
dently growing in Great liiitain. Those 
who say that it is the farmers only who are 
dissatisfied with the British system of free 
trade are mistaken. The manufacturers are 
beginning to see that, tho one-sided liberal- 
ity in trade which Great Britain is prac- 
tising is not beneficial to the nation. They 
are irritated when they see one protectionist 
country after another making the barriers 
against Great Britain higher and higher 
while that country has fettered herself in 
such a wny that she is unable cither to 
break thoso barriers down or to erect sim- 
ilar ones against her unappreciativo and in- 
hospitable neighbors. British fanners and 



Mr. Ballon McCarthy made a speech at 
Stay nor a few days ago in which he cx- 
pUiated at length on the circumstances 
which have caused him to leave tho Conser- 
vative party. The speech was, on the 
whole, unfortunate for his reputation as a 
statesman. He made it appear that the 
causes of his disagreement with his late 
party associates are rather personal than 
political, lie looked upon the attack of 
the Empire as an intimation to him that ho 
was wanted no longer by tho Conservative 
party, and he regarded the fact that he was 
not consulted when the present Government 
was formed as a slight w Inch he could not, 
consistently with the respect that he owed 
to himself, overlook. This is what ho said 
with respect to this latter matter : 

It is not so much a matter of policy, 
gentlemen, which has driven roe out of tho 
ranks. It is, gentlemen, as a man of honor, 
with regard to all those circumstances, that 
I caunot do otherwise than pack up. As I 
am not worthy of being consulted, that is 
one of tho tannts against me, " We have 
formed an administration without consult- 
ing Dalton McCarthy." That is perfectly 
true, that for the first time since I have 
' j been in public life a Government has been 
,' formed by tho leaders of my party, and I 
am unworthy of being consulted. If I am 
not worthy to bo allowed into their confi- 
dence and into their counsels, I can only 
speak out to you in open meeting to say to 
you what I believe to be right. Had the 
circumstances been different, it would have 
been my duty and privilege and prido to in- 
duce them to adopt a policy, which, in the 
interest of the country, I believe to be the 
best. 

We do not know why Sir John Thomp- 
son passed over Mr. Dalton McCarthy when 
he consulted the leaders of his party as to 
whom he should choose as his colleagues. 
His reasons may have been c|uite sufficient, 
or they may not, but it does seem singular 
that Mr. McCarthy should desert his party, 
whose principles he did not repudiate, and 
whoso policy as a whole he approved, on ac- 
count of a personal slight. Very few men 
receive from their associates in business or 
politics all the consideration which they 
believe is their due. Neatly everyone at. 
timc3 feels that lie has been unjustly teated, 
and that his ability and his services 
have not received the recognition which 
in his estimation they deserved, but ti man of 
fine feeling and firm principle takes very- 
good care not to allow his associates to see 
that he is hurt and annoyed. Ho goes on do- 
ing what he believes Lo he his duty quite as 
zealously and quite us loyally as if bo was 
well pleased with the treatment he had re- 
ceived. With the fortitude of a Spartan 
he conceals his wound, and does not show, 
by even the faintest sign, that he feels its 
torture. 

Mr. McCarthy, finding that ho hud made 
a mistake in attaching so much importance 
to a merely personal matter, writes a letter 
to the chairman of the meeting, telling him 
that through inaccuracy in the reporting, or 
possibly owing to his own failure to huvo 
sufficiently explained what he desired to 
say on the point, undue prominence had 
been given to the fact that ho hud been 
ignorcil by Sir John Thompson. He then 
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gave his reason for severing his connection 
with tho Conservative party iu the follow- 
ing words : 

I think I made it plain, at least I tried to 
do so, that my reason for severing my con- 
nection with the Ministerial party was duo 
to the fact that I had been attacked in tho 
Government organ, which attack, I thought, 
must have been inspired by the Adminis- 
tration, or if not i,o inspired had not been 
disavowed or repudiated, and therefore that 
I had no alternative than that of holding the 
Government responsible for it. 

Wo do not think that Mr. McCarthy's 
explanation betters his position in tho least, 
riis reason for abandoning his party is still 
a personal one. The abuse of the Toronto 
Empire did not affect the principles or tho 
polioy of the Conservative parly iti any way. 
If those principles and that policy were 
worthy of support before the Empiro's ar- 
ticle appeared, they were equally worthy 
after it had been published. Wo presume 
that Mr. McCarthy is too large-minded u 
man and too high-principled to attach him- 
self to a party merely because he 
likes its leader and has friends 
among that leader's colleagues. \\ !th 
men of Mr. McCarthy's calibre a political 
party does not represent either his friends 
or his foes, those whom lie likes or thoso 
whom he dislikes; it represents principles 
which, if carried out, will make for tho wel- 
fare of the country. It would be most un- 
fortunate for tho Dominion if its men of 
ability and education joined a party and re- 
mained iu it simply because they liked 
the men who composed it and had been 
treated by them with courtesy and consider- 
ation, Intelligent and patriotic men com- 
plain when they sec men of limited inform- 
ation and unfixed principles voting for a 
candidate merely because ho has been 
kind to them and has treated them with 
civility whenever they met him. Personal 
considerations like these, as we all know, are 
the bane of our politics, Dominion, Provin- 
cial and Municipal, and it does seem dis- 
c itifaging to seo one ef tho leading men of 
the Dominion publicly admitting that he. in 
his political course is actuated as much by 
personal considerations as the tnost ignor- 
ant voter in the land. Mr. Dalton McCar- 
thy, in our opinion, occupied afar higher 
position as a public man before he delivered j 
his Stayncr speech than ho has douo since. ;

PROVINCIAL LEG ISLATURB. 

Third Session of the Sixth Ptirlliunent. 

SIXTH DAY. 

Tuesday, Feb. 7, 1803. 
Tin: Speaker took the chair at 2 o'clock. 
Prayers by Kev. P, MoT?. Maoleod. 

REPORTS UK COMMITTEES, 
Mu. Kki.uk, from the select committee 
appointed to inquire into certain claims to 
land near tlio mouth of Carpenter creek, 
Kooteuay district, reported, asking leave 
to employ a stenographer to take down the 
evidence. Report received. 

PUBLIC HEALTH BILL, 
Tho House went into committco of tlio 
wholo to conaider a message from His Hon- 
or tho Lieut.-Governor transmitting the 
Public Health Act. Tho bill was reported 
and read a first time ; second reading to- 
morrow. 

LABOR BISl'UTES BILL, 
Hon. Col. BAKER moved the second 
reading of a bill to provide for tlio estab- 
lishment of a Bureau of Statistics, and also 
for tho appointment of a Board of 
Conciliation and Arbitration for tho set- 
tlement of labor disputes. lie said: 
In moving tho second reading of this bill I 
cannot help feeling some dilUdenco, lest 
through any want of ability or short-com- 
ing on my part I should fail to convince the 
House of tho duty it owes to the commun- 
ity at large to make the purport of this 
bill tho law of tho Proviuee. But the great 
importance of the subject to tho vast ma- 
jority of the people will, I trust, command 
both tho attention anil patience of the 
House while 1 use my best endeavors to do 
justico to tho arguments which undoubtedly 
are in favor of tho measure. It must be 
apparent to every thinking man who takes 
the trouble to study the situation that the 
relations between capital and labor have 
become so aeuto aa to demand the most 
serious consideration of statesmen. Tho 
late melancholy proceedings at Homestead 
have simply emphasized a state of 
affairs which previously existed. We 
see thero capital and labor ar- 
rayed against each other, armed to 
the teeth and ready to break out into in- 
ternecine war. Capital on tho one side 
demands that it shall be free to employ 
whom it pleases and at what remuneration 
it pleases. Labor on the other Bide de- 
mands that it shall be free to dictate the 
value of the labor which reproduces and 
adds to capital. It is impossible to regard 
such a position of afl'airs except with feel- 
ings of the profoundest pain, as well as 
anxiety, because when we realize, as we are 
obliged to do, that tho very existence of 
man is dependent upon the co-operation of 
capital with labor, we are constrained to 
acknowledge that the harmonious working, 
one with the ether, of these absolute factors 
in production, must be, from the natureof the 
case, the fundamental principle in tho general 
prosperity of any society of human beings. 
Therefore any legislative action which will 
have the effect of producing peace and har- 
mony between capital and labor must be of 
incalculable benefit to the general commu- 
nity. Now, sir, as 1 am about to deal with 
the relations between capital and labor, it- 
will be advisable to review brit-lly tho posi- 
tion of each party to the question, and in 
order to do so in an intelligent manner I 
must first define clearly what capital really 
is and how it has attained the extraordinary 
power which it undoubtedly wields in the 
present age. Capital may be defined 
as a product of the earth utilized by labor, 
and since it cannot bo created without 
laboritmaybe termed "concrete labor." 
Capital first came into being when primi- 
tive man fashioned his bow and arrow or his 
spear In order to slay wild animals to pro- 
vide his daily tood ; and let It lie noted that 
the capital which he thus acquired 
was tho product of his own labor; 
it was not the product of the 
labor of others. He was a simple capitalist 
in contradistinction to a compound capital- 
ist; the latter was created by which might 
be termed "original sin.'' The strong 
primitive man stole tho capital from his 
weaker neighbor, and then forced that 
neighbor to work with the stolen property 
in order to produce more capital for the 
despoiler. It was thus that war was first 
created between capital and labor. The 
stronger dominated tho weaker, the savage 
aide in the nature of man was in the ascend- 
ant, the doctrines of Christianity were un- 
known. This war has been waged for 
thousands of years with varying degrees of 
intensity, with tho result that, in the long 
run, capital has always been in the ascend- 
ant, and the reason of that ascendancy is 
that, since the very existence of man is 
dependent upon labor, and since capi- 
tal is concrete labor, therefore the 
accumulation of capital in the hands 
of the few gives to tho minority power 
over the veiy existence of the majority. 
Thus it is that wo learn that although it is 
absolutely necessary, in order to carry on 
the alfairs of lifo, that capital and labor 
should go hand in hand, yet, through the 
taint of origiual sin, the grasp of the hand 
is, too often, not that of friendship, but 
rather tho iron grip of coercion. And, sir, 
it is in order to mitigate that coercion, anil, 
if possible, to bring about a friendship be- 
tween the two combatants, which is the ob- 
ject of this bill. Looking back then upon 
the past, we find that capital has been in- 
creasing by reproduction and addition step 
by step, through different phases of civili- 
zation, until it has culminated in that vast 
financial machinery which actuates the so- 
cial life of man in the present day. But, 
sir, although capital has gone on increasing 
through past ages the rate of increase has 
been very far from uniform, and it is only 
■within tho last century that the wonderful 
discoveries in science have given such a mar- 
vellous impetus to the development and 
accumulation of capital as to intensify to 
an alarming extent, the old standing war 
between labor and capital. And further 
than that, Mr. Speaker, it is only within 
tho last fifty years that tho subtle and 
widespread mechanisms of finance have so 
increased the velocity for tho segregation of 
capital in tho hands of the few as to pro- 
duce an oligarchy of wealth whose despotic 
power bids fair, in some cases, to bring 
about a social revolution. But in justice to 
capital ws must not lose sight of tho fact 
that the evils of accumulation and segrega- 
tion are not chargeable to any defiance of or 
abuse of the law. It is tho system which 
has been in fault, and society has become 
to inebriated by tho plethora of wealth 
which has been thrust upon it by means of 
scientific discovery that it has failed to 
grasp the proportionate responsibility for 
distributing that wealth in an equitable 
manner. Competition between capitalists 
themselves has forced them to exploit labor 
to their own advantage, and as competition 
became intensified they sought, protection 
from it by the formation of ring;, trusts anil 
combines which added enormously to the 
wealth of the fow at tho expense of the 
many, but it was all within the law. When 
wc turn to the aide of labor wo have seen 
that forced labor or slavery was first estab- 
lished when t ho st rung primitive man stole 
tho capital from his weaker neighbor and 
forced hiin to work with tho stolen property, 
As time roiled on it was found that nature 
was bountiful in her natural gifts in the 
chapo of wind and of water which she offered 



machinery was first begotten. Now, by 
means of that machinery, the slavo could 
produce ten times moro capital in the labor 
of one day than he could before its dis- 
covery, and thus tho capital of hid master 
increased and accumulated in like propor- 
tion. Civilization continued to advance 
until labor in tho form of slavery was 
abolished, and the laborer was said 
to bo free. Was he? No. Tho whip 
of the tlavo driver disappeared — 
that is true — but its place was 
taken by a acourgo almost as galling, 
numely, tho lash of hungry competition. 
Let me dwell for a moment upon this ques- 
tion of competition, because as with capital 
ao with labor, it is the head anil front of the 
antagonism between the two. Among all 
classes of men, whether among the highest 
aristocracy or tho poorest laborers, wo find 
a very great diversity of individuality. 
Somo are by nature, or tho force of circum- 
stances, brutes, while others are gentlemen, 
and thero i3 every degreo of variety bo- 
tweeu tho two extremes, l'ray let it bo un- 
derstood that by the term gentlemen I do 
not mean the possession of tho simple gilded 
tinsel of mere manner, but the higher attri- 
butes and qualities of the true man, which, 
happily, aro not dependent upon class. 
Now it is tho baser sort of men— the drunk- 
ards, tho idlers and the drones, and all 
those others whosenioral fibre is so flaccid that 
it cannot withstand the adverse pressure of 
circumstances — it is these hater sort of 
men who help materially to plait up what 
I term tho lash of hungry competition. 
For, no sooner does honest labor attempt to 
assert its own rights than capital can in- 
stantly fall back ou these baser sort of men, 
who, half starving through their own vices, 
are ready to work temporarily upon starva- 
tion wages. It is thus that a reserve of 
labor is placed at tho disposal of capital in 
case of emergency. But these baser sort of 
men do not by any means form tho whole of 
that reserve, thero is an honorable contin- 
gent to it in the form of men, women and 
children, who from no fault of their own 
are thrown out of work either by temporary 
sickness or by somo other causes. Now, it 
must be remembered, that us society is at 
present organized, labor is tho servant of 
capital, and that if it does not get employ- 
ment — well, what then ? It starves. There- 
fore it is that hunger drives the members of 
this labor reserve to compete for employ- 
ment and to accept as wages the bare neces- 
saries of life. Somo idea of the 
oxtent of this competition may bo 
inferred when I mention that it has 
been proved by statistics that this industrial 
reserve army, or as I would prefer to cill it, 
this flourishing labor army, forms nino per 
cent, of the total laboring population of 
Great Britain. It is thus that tho right 
arm of capital is strengthened. Lot mo 
now pass on to the important change which 
has taken place and is still taking place in 
the relation between capital and labor by 
the utilization of steam and electric power 
within the last century. It has intensified 
an hundred fold the old standing war be- 
tween capita! and labor. Man now becomes 
a mere automaton as a laborer compared to 
his position in former times. With the 
assistance of science he can now do one 
hundred, nay, one thousand times moro 
work in the labor of one day than ho could 
then. Witness, for instance, the Nasmyth 
ateam hammer, which can be operated 
by a boy, and which can striko one 
hundred tivo ton blows in one minute ! 
Now, the elTect of these scientific discover- 
ies haa been to change to a great extent the 
ratio in a manufactured commodity between 
the amount of capital expended upon mach- 
inery and the amount of capital expended 
upon labor. In other words, the importance 
of capital in a manufactured articlo is far 
greater than it used to be. But, side by 
side with this effect wo happily find that 
the flmuurit or surplus capital produced by 
means of machinery is st> prodigious as to 
create a proportionate demand for labor in 
order to utilize it. In fact, by scientific 
discovery, tho wealth of the world has been 
enormously increased, and with this wealth 
there has grown desire, with desire there 
has come demand, with demand thero has 
come supply, and so the great circle of pro- 
duction has been completed. Another effect 
of scientific discovery lias been to localize 
labor in factories and towns, and thus again 
to greatly increase the power of 
capital, because the laborer, no 
longer requires to be so skilled as formerly, 
ami therefore capital can always fall back 
upon the famishing labor army in case of 
emergency. In |faot scientific discovery 
has greatly increased competition. It has 
also increased the power of capital b' 
facility which it afford.! for the localiz 
and consequent organization and sub- 
sum of labor to such an extent tha 
laborer himself becomes almost a pa. 
the machinery, which is operated at, plea- 
sure by tho capitalist. Now, sir, there is 
nothing wrong in tho spectacle of a great 
industrial organizition for tho production 
and increase of capital ; on tho contrary, it 
is commendable enterprise, fortified by cre- 
ditable energy, and it is the object of this 
bill to provide the means for adjusting the 
rewards of this energy so that they may bo 
fair and satisfactory to tho parties con- 
cerned. Let U9 now turn to the considera- 
tion of the workingman himself, and let 
us take him, tho honest working- 
man ,ut his adult ago and let us look at him 
in nil the plenitude of his strength and in 
all the dignity of his manhood. ' What does 
he represent'.' He represents the expendi- 
ture of former lulior. His flesh and bis 
bono and his blood are the products of the 
food and the clothing and the shelter which 
it has taken to rear him, therefore, just as 
capital may be called "concrete," labor to 
the adult working man may lie callod 
"potential" labor. But he requires more 
food and more clothing and continued 
shelter in order to keep him alive and 
strong enough to work, therefore he is a 
consumer as well as a producer of capital. 
Again his labor is for sale, therefore it is a 
commodity, and like all other . commodities 
it is subject to the law of supply anil de- 
mand. Capital will strive to buy it in the 
cheapest ; labor will strive to sell it in trie 
dearest market. But now let us seo what it 
is that the labor of this working 
man has to produce. Let us suppo.se 
that he sells his labor to a capitalist for one 
day. It then becomes the property of his 
( mployer for that time. How is thi3 pro- 
perty to be utilized, what aro its responsi- 
bilities? First, a portion of the daily labor 
haa to bo sot aside or credited to assist in 
reproducing the workingman himself , other- 
wise death would annihilate all labor. The 
workingman must accomplish thin repro- 
duction through his family, who with him- 
self must be fed, clothed and housed. 
Again, another portion of the daily labor 
must be credited to making good the wear 
and tear of the implements, machinery or 
raw produce, tho capital, in fact, which the 
laborer may use in his work and which arc 
supplied by the capitalist. Nowlheso are 
What arc termed the necessary portioua of 
daily labor, that is to say what are neces- 
sary to keep the working man and his 
family in tho bare necessaries of life 
ami to make good the wear and 
tear of the machinery which ho uses in 
his work, and it is evident that without 
these necessary provisions, the stock of 
capital and labor would in course of time I 
disappear. Now, it bus been proved I 
by _ experience and by careful inveati- 
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work in tho day is sufficient to pro- 
vide this necessary labor, uud that all work 
beyond that time produces surplus capital, 
which goes into the pocket of the employer, 
or rather, to be more accurate, it docs not 
go into the pocket of the laborer. lint why, 
it may bo asked, should not a portion of 
this surplus capital go into the pocket 
of the laborer ? Why should he bo left with 
tho bare necessaries of life for himself and 
family, which have been produced — to- 
gether with the capital employed— in six 
hours out of a day's labor of, auy, ten hours? 
Because at this point there falla upon the 
working man tho lash of hungry competi- 
tion, and just as • tho strength of 
rope is ita weakest point, ao tho 
measuro of his daily wages will 
ha that point at which tho 
famishing labor army ia ready to work 
Thereforo, whether tho working day ia 
eight or ten or twolvo hours, tho wages will 
eventually be brought down to the baro 
necessaries of lifo. Of course, I am now 
speaking of tho general law of wages and 
not o r isolated cases hero and there, but the 
economic forces which, under tho present 
organization of society, combine to create 
that law, aro inexorable, und although thoy 
may he temporarily checked by local cir- 
cumstances, atill aa water will eventually 
find ita own level, although it may fre- 
quently bo checked in its course, ao surely 
will tho social economic forces eventually 
bring wages down to this level I have indi- 
cated. By that law of wages it can bo 
shown that, where thero ia no scarcity of 
labor, the greatest injury a working- 
mail can do to his class, ia to habitu- 
ally work overtime, because by 80 
doing he robs aome other man of his fair 
shute of labor. Pieco work has a similar 
effect, and it is that which has given rise to 
that cruel system of labor which is known 
aa tho "sweating system," and which so 
demoralises the laborer and so dehumanizes 
the employer. When piece work is atlopted 
tho employer soon finds out how much work 
can be done in the day und he then fixes the 
prico so that a maximum of work shall only 
cover a minimum of wares. It is easy to 
see that when, by competition, wages are 
brought down to a bare existence, iluctu- 
atio'13 in trade may inflict a degree of hard- 
ship upon laborers amounting to starvation 
for themselves and families. Where work- 
ingmen realize this fact, they aro prone to 
measure their grievances against society by 
tho opulence of tho wealthier classes who 
surround them. The result haa been a pro- 
tective organization against tho despotism 
of wealth by the formation of trades 
unions, and a3 competition became 
intensified this protective organizition 
Bought for some sharp method with which 
to arouse the lethargy of public opinion, 
and force it to recognize the rights of labor- 
era to a fair share of the products of their 
own labor. Unfortunately for tho labor 
ers as well as for society at large, the 
method which was fixed upon was the suici- 
dal system of strikes. Suicidal to capital- 
ists because it tends to divert trade from 
its customary channels, suicidal to 
laborers because tho diversion of that 
trado must moan ruin and starva- 
tion to tho workmen and because 
all wealth being the product of labor i 
strike means a reduction of labor and con 
sequently of wealth product, and this mean: 
au increase in the cost of the necessaries of 
life, which falls most heavily upon tho 
workingman in addition to the hardships 
and privations he has to endure during tho 
strike. Therefore strikes are economically 
a mistake to all parties concerned; 
they aro equivalent to killing the 
goose which lays the golden egg. 
But how, then, it may bo asked, ia lub'or 
to obtain a recognition of its grievances ? Is 
it to resort to force in order to obtain ita 
just demands '.' Cod forbid that labor 
should ever Ijj bo mat] .,r ao -rricWc.l bo 
foolish as to attempt to resort to force in 
order to obtain its just demands, for by ao 
doing it would inevitably bring tho most 
frightful calamities on its own head in tho 
shape of that hideous monster Anarchy, 
which it would be sure to arouse. No air, 
thanks to tho electoral freedom of the 
people, at least in Anglo-Saxon-speaking 
countries, thero is always a legitimate way 
open by which labor can arrive at justice, 
namely, through the representatives of the 
people, and, therefore, it is on the floor of 
this House tint lite cause of label 
in this Province should be fought out. t< 
a satisfactory and peaceable conclusion 
It is tho object of this bill to offer tho bal 
ance of justice between capital and labor 
and the working of it will benefit one a: 
much as the other b 
strikes. It will be Bee 
divided into ill roe part 
Bureau of Labor Statistics 
of Conciliation at the 
player and employed in on 
ami, lastly, as a final upp 
Arbitration is provided. 
Labor Statistics has for its obj 
taining of information of the st 
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und trade throughout the Province so that 
the people, through the Government, can 
have access to that information. Similar 
bureaus are established over the greater 
part of the United States to tlio great ad- 
vantage of the governments. Tim informa- 
tion which will bo derived from the bureau 
in thia Province will assist in forming the 
terms of the equation of justice between 
capital and labor. In cases of dispute 
between employed and employer they can 
at unci) submit their differences to 
tho Board of Conciliation, and fortunately 
wo have experience to guide us in the forma- 
tion of these boards, aa a hill very similar 
to the one now before tho House has been 
placed on the atatutea of New South Wales, 
and another, nearer home, in Nova Scotia. 
There is also one organized in London, and 
in every caso thoy havo been found to give 
the greatest satisfaction both to employers 
and employed. Wc have the evidence of 
that veteran employer of labor not only in 
Koglaml but also in foreign countries, Mr. 
Boulton, who says that, although ho was ut 
first prejudiced against such legislation, and 
was also a bitter opponent of trades union.';, 
tho experience lie has gained by the working 
of boards of conciliation has completely 
converted him to the great advantages 
to bo gained by Buoh institutions, not only 
by labor but also by capital. Ho describes 
the meeting round a table todiscussthoirdif ■ 
ferences, as an education both to employers 
and employed, ami that, in nine casca out 
of ten, they are able to come to an arrange- 
ment which is satisfactory to both parties 
without going to the Hoard of Arbitration. 
Ho also hears willing and cordial testimony 
to the surprise hu experienced at the very 
able, temperate and business-like manner in 
which thu delegatea from Trades Unions 
took part in these discussions. Then again, 
Sir George Dibbs, the Promier of Now South 
Wales, gives similur testimony, and says 
that, in twenty cases out of tweuty-ono, tho 
disputes are amioably settled and strikes 
prevented by simply meeting round a table 
wiih a view to fair play, at a Board 
of Conciliation. Mr. Fielding, tho Premier 
of Nova Scotia, has similar evidonoo to give 
of Iho excellent effects of these boards, and 
on being asked whether, in ease of proceed, 
ing to tho Board of Arbitration, tho em- 
ployes wore ready to abide by tho award 
when it wns advorso to them, ho replied 
that in the great majority of cases they did 
ao, us they considered it u point of honor 
that, having appealed unto CtQSOr, they 
should abide by his decision. 1 will not 



wenry the Hou3c by citing evidence from a 
boat of other employers of labor, but it is 
overwhelming in favor of these boards and 
the benefit they aro to trade in the pre- 
vention of strikes. When wo go into com- 
mittee we can discuss the details of the 
bill, what wo have now to do is to discuss 
its principle. Well, sir, with regard to that 
principle and tho necessity for such a 
bill, I havo endeavored to show, I 
fear but imperfectly, that competition 
among capitalists and competition among 
laborers haa arrived at such a paa8 as to en- 
danger tho safety and well-being of society; 
that tho cuuso of this competition is the 
plethora of wealth which has beeu thrust 
upon society by means of scientific discov- 
ery; that the effort upon tho part of labor to 
stem the tide, of competition by means of 
strikes ia not only suicidal, but it ia paving 
tho road to anarchy ; that it behoves every 
thinking man to rouse himsolf to a proper 
appreciation of tho critical situation 
of affairs, and to recogniso that a great 
change bus como over the world, which 
must bo mot by an adequate organization. 
The old structuro of society, which was 
reared upon u feudal foundation with cen- 
turies aa ita corner stones, baa in reality 
been swept away and its place has been 
takon by a great manufactory of wealth, 
operated by selfishness aud wherein men- 
kind aro struggling with each otlior wdio 
shall gain moat of the much-coveted trea- 
sure, aucccBa alono at any cost being t lie 
passport to eminence. And out of thia 
great incubator of cupidity there has been 
hatched a very strange peculiarity, and 
that ia, there is no audi thing as satiety, but 
the greater the individual wealth the greater 
appears to be tho individual capacity for 
greed and for power, until it haa become a 
recognized axiom of society that the greater 
capitalist swallows up tho smaller capitalist. 
If riches increase, set your hearts upon 
them ! But fortunately for humanity there 
is a safety valve to thia invorsion of a great 
Christian principle. Tho corrective lies in 
the education of (the people, and as that edu- 
cation is advancing and becoming universal, 
is facilities of inter-communication are tend- 
ing to disseminate knowledge, there falls upon 
tho ears of statesmen a warning voico, 
swelling like a strain of music with har- 
monious sounds of justice, and demanding 
that the uecda of the majority shall take 
precedence of the greeds of the minority. 
We aro in duty bound to give heed to that 
warning ; wo who, living in the boasted 
civilization at the close of this nineteenth 
century, have with shame to acknowledge 
that tho working classes were far moro 
securo in the necessaries of life as far back 
as the fourteenth century than are the 
working classes in the present age, and 
shamo upon shame that the number of peo- 
ple who in Great Britain to-day arc starv- 
ing and have no prospect of any ameliora- 
tion of their wretched existence are more 
than equal to the whole population of Great 
Britain in the fourteenth century. These 
are stern facts to set against tho fiction of 
general prosperity. There arc volumes of 
reports and statistics which agree in show- 
ing that in manufacturing districts and 
large towns not only in Great Britain but 
also in Kurope and America the laborers both 
male and female arc in many instances eo 
overworked and underpaid and live amidst 
so much vice, disease and mis try, the 
natural products of the loss of self respect, 
that they havo become a degenerated race 
of men and women, who are breeding a race 
atill more degenerate than themselves. In 
fact, air, we havo only to lift that veil of 
selfishness and luxury, which partially 
obscures the moral vision of plutocracy, and 
then to look out with a clear gaze upon the 
battle field of capital and labor ; and, ah! 
what a melancholy spectacle meets our 
view I We see thero the dead and tho 
dying of starvation, we hear the agonized 
o,ioo of tho wounded !n henrt, tlio wounded 
in mind and the wounded in spirit, praying 
to he released from a world which offers so 
little hope of rest and comfort to their 
weary souls, and beyond all these we see, 
yonder in thu distance, somo half starved 
ranks of labor struggling in the light, iu the 
hope that, perchance, they may win for 
themselves, what ? The bare necessaries of 
life I Shall we not stretch forth the right 
hand of fellowship to such aa these ': With 
Hod's help, I will endeavor to do so by mov- 
ing, sir, that, this bill he read a second time, 
now. (Continued applause.) 

Mr. Brown congratulated the hon Pro- 
vincial Secretary on the eloquent und able 
speech he had just delivered. Ho might 
siy that be had never listened to any re- 
marks in the House more worthy the states- 
man or the Christian. (Applause.) He 
had been glad to hear the evidence which 
had been brought before them by the mover 
of the bill, (if tin: successful working of such 
measures elsewhere. He had doubts as to 
whether this bill would go far enough to 
remedy the evils which had arisen OU ac- 
count of over-competition. Tho remedy of 
what was called over-production was not to 
legislate against it, but to broaden the op- 
portunities of labor. Digressing from the 
matter of the bill itself, he said the discus- 
sion would show the necessity of refraining 
from putting largo tracts of land, coal 
properties, etc., in the hands of men wdio 
would hold them as a monopoly. Why was 
it, in a new country like British Columbia, 
thut it should bo necessary to legislate to 
prevent difficulties between capital and 
labor'.' He thought that it would not be 
necessary if tho opportunities of labor were 
opened to every man. The more 
chances given to honest and industrious 
labor, the moro men would be found 
in the ranks, and the fewer would be the 
drones. It should be a matter of impossi- 
bility for any industrious man to be de- 
prived of tho means of making his exist- 
ence, and legislation should be such that no 
man would have to depend for employment 
on tho caprice or will of another. In con- 
clusion, ho once more congratulated the 
lion. Provincial Secretary for his able 
speech, and promised his best aid in com- 
mittee in making as good a bill as possible, 
Mr. KEITH joined with the honorable 
member for New Westminster City ia com- 
plimenting the hon. Provincial Secretary, 
notonlyon his speech but also on the measure 
lie had introduced, which was tile most 
practical, in fact the only practical attempt 
that had ever been made to settle the dis- 
putes between capital and labor in 
the Province of British Columbia, Hu 
was of opinion that it- was high t ime some- 
thing were done in tho way BUggosti d for 
tho workingman heciuso he had always 
found thai, in the past, capital had always 
been able to protect itself— not so the work- 
ingman. He expected great things from 
the Hoard of Conciliation. Workingmeu, 
as had been said, were not unreasonable nor 
was capital unreasonable, but it had been 
found that iu some individual* eases, both 
workingmeu and capital were unwilling to 
settle. He thought the arbitration clause 
should be made compulsory, although he 
knew it would bo going further than had 
ever been gone before, but why should not 
British Columbia lead? Ho, however, 
while giving full credit to the introducer of 
the _ bill, who ho knew was honest, 
in his viewp, could not help wondering if 
the bill was a polit leal " catch," for political 
purposes. He did not know if the House 
WBfl on tho eve of a general election; but if 
no, was thia bill brought in to catch votes'' 
He hoped not, Ho thought the hill ought 



11I30 to go further, and regulate tho hours of 
labor. 

Hon. Mu. Bbavks satd ha did not pur- 
pose to allow a bill of ibis character to piss 
without making aotnu remarks. That ho 
was in favor of the principle nf tlio bill, ho 
did not think he needed to say, as he hud 
long advocLted it, but hu thought the work- 
ing of the lull would be found unsatisfactory 
and would assist tho Government in putting 
a measure on the sUtutu hooks which would 
bo found to lie what was. expected. Ho 
hoped for the assistance of tho hon. Provin- 
cial Secretary in cirry ing the amendment 
he (Mr. Heaven) proposed, to make eight 
houi'd constitute a day'a labor. Ho thought 
something too alum hi bo done to prevent 
Chinese labor being brought iuto the 
Province, as with this undesirable class of 
people kept out, the Interests of both'Iabor 
and capital would be protected. This last 
matter waa one of mure importance to tho 
Province than any other. He trusted thut 
tho present legislation would biat far longer 
than the next general election. All tho 
legislation of the past fow yours, ho said, 
hud beui in favor of monopoly, but ho 
hoped the Government would change its 
views. He gave thu Government tha credit 
to which it was entitled, and would 
give his vote In support of tho second 
reading. 

Hon. Mr, Davie said : I arn suro wo all 
feel deeply indebted to tho lion. Provincial 
Secretary for his statoarnantllip in Introduc- 
ing the hill under discussion, us well as for 
tho vast amount of Information be hua ijiven 
us in tho speech to which wo have just lis- 
tencd with ao much pleasure. (Hear, hour.) 
I cannot help thinking tin, ugh, Mr. Speak- 
er, thut while we aro so deeply indebted to 
that hon, gentleman, we must be to a cor- 
responding degreo disappointed at the nar- 
row-minded views expressed by the hon. 
leader of the Opposition, That gentleman, 
sir, cannot apparently deal with any sub- 
ject, not, even with one lilu; this, without 

descending to suspicion or without express- 
ing vicwa which are a credit neither to him- 
self nor to tho country ho Lives in. And not 
only that, but, nir, I rigret to suy 
thut ho tries lo appropriate to 
himself tho credit and the honor which 
should properly belong, arid does belong, to 
those on this side of the House, who are re- 
sponsible for the introduction of this meas- 
ure. He tries to tell uh that the bill before 
us is a sign of the success of himself and the 
few w ho follow him, in bringing this Gov- 
ernment to sec things iu the light in which 
he teea them. Heaven forbid that thia 
Government should ever be brought to seo 
public questions In the light in which be 
sees them, for, tir, such a tiling would not 
be for the advantage of this or of any other 
progressiva community, He nays that the 
present bill is a sign of tho success he has 
had in bringing about the changes he has 
advocated. That is a remark similar to one 
he made the other day when he declared, on 
the floor of this Home, that certain 
measures foreshadowed in the Speech 
from tbo Throne h id bei n "wrung 
from n reluctant Government." i 
beg to suy, sir, tint whatever may be the 
credit one wuy or the other to which the 
Government is entitled for bringing in this 
measure, it has not followed in the 
wake of the hon. leader of the Opposition or 
any of his small party, in thin or in tiny of 
the measures for the public good which 
have been introduced, When, 1 would like 
to know, did ever the hon. leader of the 
Opposition, ur- any of his iollowers, who 
with him are attempting to take -boiiio 
credit to themselves for wh it we are doing — 
w hen, I would like to know, did he or did 
they do anything but conteut themselves 
with- carping and finding Fault? I would 
like the hon. gentleman to point to some 
important speech of his delivered at any 
time, whether in this House or out of it, 
and ru parted In tils own party organs or in 
any other newspaper, wherein be made any 
of the suggestiom be now claims as bis own, 
or any important speech of bis in which he 
over outlined a proposed hill such as 
the one we tire now considering? Has 
he ever done anything of tho kind? 
No, he has not. All that he has done, all

measure fur tho benefit of the Province. 
True, be has found fault with what tbo 
Government has done, both this Govern- 
ment and every one before it to which ho 
was in opposition for the past ten 
years, and endeavored to hamper them 
by his opposition, but I want bun to prove 
his claim and show me what bills we have 
brought forward and what measures we 
have adopte 1 that he advocated in. times 
past. Did he ever propose a bill to aid the 
old and infirm people of the Province, or 
did he over suggest any thing like tint II 
And yet he s.iys ibis is one of tbr.se meas- 
ures that hdve been wrung from a reluctant 
government, Did he ever propose a measure 
for the conciliation of labor disputes and 
the settlement of those unfortunate difficul- 
ties which sometimes arise between capital 
and labor? Nut a bit of it. On the con- 
trary, he has used his best- endeavors for 
political purposes to Intensify those differ- 
ences and to widen the breach, and now ho 
comes here and tells us that he ought to 
have the credit for the bill which has.haen 
Introduced to conciliate them. He confines 
himself to finding fault and docs nothing 
else. I have heard him point out the 
troubles and diSioulties of the laboring 
classes, but luis ho ever done any- 
thing, as he new suggests, to find 
a wuy to bridge over tlio cliusiu 
and surmount those difficulties? Did you 
over find hi in introducing a hill like the 
Insane Asylums Act to try and rid the 
Province of a clans of unfortunates who 
come here or are sent here and immediately 
become u. churgo upon tho 1'rovince '; Did 
you ever hear him propose an amendment 
to the school law on the linos of that now 
proposed by tho Government to give the 
trustees a per capita grant, und leave the 
mutter of the school management; in their 
bunds? No air. I say that neither ho nor 
any one of hia party ever proposed anything 
of the kind, and now when Iho Government 
brings up measures of this kind, wc find the 
hon. gentleman anil his friends trying to 
take to themselves credit to which they are 
not entitled on any grounds whatever. 
This Government, sir, is not following in 
the wake of the hon. lender of the 

Opposition or any of hia narrow- 
minded followers. Wo arc origin- 
ating a polioy, and a progressive, 
business policy in tho interest of tho Pro-

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the legislation of hon. members on this 
aide of the Houbo. I am perfectly^ aware 
that my Hon. friends opposite are given to 
playing to the yalleriea on every possible 
occasion, but with us it is different, and 
there is no reason for any tiling of the kind. 
I am not aware that any election of any 
member of this House is pending. Wo are 
now in the early stiges of the third session 
of this House, and 1 do not sec any reason 
for supposing that tho general elections are 
to take place soon. Of course, vo cannot 
tell what may occur, or what may appear to 
be in tho true interests of the country 
in the near future, but so fur 
as I can seo now, I do not know of 
anything pointing to a deairo on the part of 
the Government to catch votes. That is 
tho policy of the hon. leader of tho Opposi- 
tion, who makea it Ilia business, whenever 
he can, to introduce catchpenny resolutions, 
but so far as we are concerned we 
noed uouo of it, so that my hon. friend for 
Nanaimo may ho perfectly satisfied that if 
lie supports this measure, and the policy of 
tho Government generally, he is supporting 
measures that are for thu true interests of 
tho country. And, Mr. Speaker, so far as 
the amendment suggested by the hon. 
leader of tho Opposition is concerned, I will 
say now that wo will not consider, in con- 
nection w ith this bill at all, the eight-hour 
question, or any Other amendments of the 
same character. I hold that thero ought 
not to bo an eight hour cluiise inserted in 
this bill, and that any such provision, if 
made, would be fatal to tho beat interests 
and to the prosperity of tho country. 
Thero aro sorao considerations, it is true, 
where the eight-hour system would ho a 
good thing, and in soma eases even shorter 
hours of working than eight hours would he 
advisable, and even necessary, but to say 
that in all caseB, tho eight- hour system 
should be enforced, would be subversive of 
the spirit of the present bill and contrary 
to what we believe in. There should not he 
a clause in this bill at all staling what the 
hours of labor for any employment should 
bo. It is to Bottle matters of that kind, 
that this act is being passed. If in any 
particular industry the Laborers contend 
that, on account of tho class of labor, it 
would bo better to have the six-hour sys- 
tem, or tho seven-hour system, or the eight- 
hour system, then they can tinder the pro- 
visions of the present bill, bring their cause 
'beforo the Board of Conciliation or the 
ilourd of Arbitration. I think that my 
hon. friend from Nanaimo will sec this be- 
cause be is a, reasonable man— I think he 
.will see that any such suggestion as that 
the hours of labor should bo controlled in 
the way mentioned, wculd be subversive of 
the bill, which leaves matters of that kind 
to the Hoards of Arbitration and will give a 
much more satisfactory result. With the 
general principles of this bill 1 am in per- 
fect accord. I am Horry that thu hon, leader 
of the Opposition has seen fit to try and mix 
it up with the Chinese question. That ques- 
tion will como up upon its merits later on. I 
might say that while the hon. gentleman was 
in ollicc many years, ho never succeeded — I 
do not say that it was his fuult — but he did 
not Euccocd in getting tho ( lovernment of 
the Dominion to pass such restrictive legis- 
lation us was obtained by tho Government 
which followed. But while thu Chinese are 
in the country, and I will say that 1 would 
gludly soo them supplanted by a different 
clasa of labor, they should have the oppor- 
tunity of earning a living. I don't think 
this is the time to discuss that matter, how- 
ever. The present bill, as has been ably 
stated, is to conciliate the employers and 
tho employed, and put an end to the differ- 
ences which sometimes arise between them, 
and I think wo have heard enough now to 
convince us that it is at least a step in tho 

right direction. (Applause.) 

Mn.FoRSTEBsaid he differed with the hon. 
Provincial .Secretary in some of tho economic 
arguments in support of the measure, but 
he could not hut congratulate him on its 
introduction, which showed that hiB 
heart was in the right place. He 
advocated the single tax on land as a 
measure which would strike at tho root of 
tho evil. 

Hon. Mb. Pooley said that this was a 
free country, and a man should bo allowed 
to do as he pleased so long us he obeyed the 
law. When tho eight-hour question came 
heforo the House he would bo prepared to 
discuBs it on the same IcrniB as ho hud 
always been. Replying to what had been said 
by the hon. member for Nanaimo City, that 
tho arbitration clause should be made com- 
pulsory, be would say that it woidd he im- 
possible to mako it so, and if it should be 
made compulsory it would simply bring the 
people of Uritish Columbia hick to the old 
days of slavery, for three arbitrators would 
then be able to say to so many workingtnen, 
" You shall work so long and at so much 
pay f and to the capitalist, " You shall 
pay so much money per day or per year." 
He was sure the good sense of the members 
of the HouBe would enable the bill to go 
through the House without containing any 
clause which would Intimidate capital, 
which was now looking with grc:tt favor to- 
wards British Columbia, and more especi- 
ally towards the great Kootenay country. 
There was nothing so timid as capital, and he 
trusted that the hill would contain nothing 
that would frighten it out. For his own 
purt he would work vigorously in committee 
to assist in producing a bill ns complete and 
workable as possible. 

Mb. Cotton humorously suggested that 
one of the Brat questions which should he 
referred to tiie Hoard of Conciliation should 
ha the differences between tho hon. Premier 
and the leader of the Opposition. Ho 
warmly congratulated the hon. Pro. 
vinoial Secretary on his ability 
and courage in tackling such an 
important labor question, and said that he 
for ono was not disposed to question in any 
way the motive of the Government in bring- 
ing the measure forward. II the bill did 
nothing moro than to establish o:i a firm 
• basis tho Bureau of Statistics, it would be 
of great utility, for such statistics would 
furnish valuable information to a great 
many who were now laboring under some 
misapprehension. Ho did not agree with 
tho lion, member fromNanaimothatthe arbi- 
tration clause should bo made compulsory, 
nor did bo agree with the hon. leader of the 
Opposition that the eight-hour clause 
should he inserted, in the bill, although he 
was in favor of eight hours being a day's 
work on Government contracts. In con- 
elusion, he said he would have much plea- 
sure in .supporting tho second reading of 
the bill. 

Ml - .. Hall expressed surprise that the 
hon. leader of the Opposition had not fol- 
lowed his usual custom of throwing mud at 
a measure introduced by the Government, 
That hon. gentleman (Mr. Beaven) had said 
he could add something to it. No doubt he 
could. He could never suggest or franio a 
beneficial measure of this kind ; but when 
one was brought forward by the Govern- 
ment then he (Mi. Beaven) was ready to say, 
"Oh, yes, I can add something to it.'' 
After generally criticising Homo of the 
speeches of hon. members, Mr. Hall con- 
gratulated tho Houso on having resolved 
itself into a mutual admiration socioty. 
i Laughter. ) 

Tho bill passed its second reading. 

HOME FOIt THE DIWTITin'E. 

Hon, Mb, Davie moved tlio second read- 



ing of a bill to provide far the establishment 
end maintenance of a Home for deatitute 
persons. lie said that ho thought this was 
a bill which was worthy to follow in the 
steps of tho ono which had just been under 
discussion. While ono of the objects of 
the bill which had just been before the 
House was to provide viorh and suitable, re- 
muneration for people who were nblo nnd 
willing to work, so the present bill was for 
the purpose of finding a suitable home with 
a reasonable amount of comfort for those 
who would work if they could, but were no 
longer able to do so. Tho object was to 
provide a Home for those who hud made 
their residence in this country and hud been 
worn out in their work and In the service of 
the country, and he wished it understood 
that a bill of tho kind did not in uny way 
infer that the country was not prosperous, 
for there were old and infirm in 
the most prosperous as well as in the poorer 
countries. The present prosperous state of 
the Province of British Columbia was large 
ly duo to the energy ol these pioneers of tho 
Province, many of whom did not have that 
good luck and success which bad been the 
reward of others. Many of them had been 
here in tho old gold days, and it was the 
gold-fields of the Province that had brought 
the country into prominence in the first 
plaeo. These gold-fields would never have 
been discovered if it had not been for the 
labor of these men, many of whom were now 
penniless, and while they had not gained 
for themselves that pecuniary reward which 
they deserved, the country had profited by 
their labors, and it was due them thut in 
their declining years a Heme of some degree 
of comfort Bhould bo theirs, lie was quite 
prepared to admit thut much in this direc- 
tion had already been done by the munici- 
palities. He thought that a Homo con- 
ducted by tho Province could he 
better managed than uny Homo, under 
the direction of a municipality, For in- 
stance, tako the case of the Homo in Vic- 
toria that had done so much good, for which 
he gave it every credit: but it was cramped 
up on ono or not moro than two lots, ami 
the inmates, many of whom would bo wil- 
ling to do some work if they could, had 
not the scope, and were compelled to live in 
enforced idleness. He did not think this 
was a desirable condition, nnd thought it 
could be very much bettered, aud tho Home 
to bo established by the Government under 
the present bill could be made self-support- 
ing, or nearly so, by the work of tho in- 
mates. Tho {dan which ho thought would 
be adopted would he to have tho Homo on 
somo considerable tract of land, which 
would givo those that were disposed l.o 
work u chance of doing so. In this way, for 
instance, all the vegetables for tho institu- 
tion could he grown, and in other waya too, 
useful work might be done, ro that the 
home would be to some extent male 
self-supporting. Besides this an oppor- 
tunity would be afforded to tlie benevolently 
inclined to contribute towards the mainten- 
ance of the place. This bill, it would be 
noticed, did not make it compulsory for 
municipalities to contribute towards the 
support of the institution, us they need not 
avail themselves ot its benefits if they did 
not feel so disposed. Municipalities could, 
if they wished, instead of establishing a 
home of their own, have their old and in- 
firm people taken care of by the Province 
by paying a certain variable sum to be made 
up as an average of the cost of maintenance, 
so that the municipalities would Bave money 
by using tho Provincial Home. On the 
whole he thought it would be seen that the 
hill was one of sufficiently liberal provisions 
and which gave sullicient safeguards to all. 
(Applause.) 

Hon. Mb. BEAVEN opposed the measure, 
which he suggested was a continuation of the 
policy of the hon. Premier, which ho de- 
clared was ono of interference with the rights 
of the municipalities. It waB a species of 
revengo on the part of the hon. Premier 
against tho city of Victoria, for not having 
elected him again. * 

Hon. Mi:. Datie — I didn't ask them. 
(Laughter. ) 

Hon. Mb. Bkavi.n continued, that tho 
hon. Premier could not have b;en elected if 
ho had run in Victoria. Ho said the city 
of Victoria would retain Us present Home 
for the aged and intirm even if the present 
bill did pass. He charged that tho Govern- 
ment, with all its anxiety for tho aged and 
infirm, had, on a previous occasion, disposed 
of the first and only Home the Province had 
ever had. 

Hon. Mi:. TORNER replied that when th" 
old Home, mentioned by the hon. leader of 
the Opposition, was disposed of, an arrange- 
ment was made by tho Government that all 
tho inmates should be taken care 
of for life by the Provincial 
Royal Jubilee Hospital. The present bill 
was not to interfere with the municipalities 
in uny way, but a Home wu3 necessary, as 
was shown recently by an incident which 
ho related. An old infirm man came to tho 
Government for assistance. It was a most 
deserving case, and tho Government, inas- 
much as it contributed 25 per cent, to the 
cost of tho Victoria city Home, thought 
that he should be admitted there. but 
when they came to try this it was found 
that, the Corporation had passed a by-law 
without, the knowledge of the Government, 
which by-law prevented anyone being ad- 
mitted to the Home who had not lived a 
certain length of time in Victoria. Tins 
was just one case, and there were others. 

Mr. GRANT said that no matter what part 
of the House such a measure as the one 
under discussion came from, it should receive 
tho hearty support of every member. lie 
differed with some of the details of the bill, 
which could bj amended in committee, but 
the principle was right and was one which 
he had always advocated. 

Hon. Mi:. Davie explained that, tho 
other conditions heing complied with, tho 
bill would admit foreigners and females. 

Mi: Kitchen was also in accord with the 
principle of the bill, but thought the Home 
should he Provincial in its support as well 
as Provincial in its character. Ho did not 
think the municipalities should have to 
bear any of the expense. The bill, he 
thought, was a one-sided one. 

Mi:. P.ootii supported tho hill because he 
thought, it was in the interests of the coun- 
try and of the public, but he was afraid 
thero would he some difficulty in carry- 
ing out the scheme unless tho in- 
stitution was mada self-supporting. lie 
thought tho Government Bhould pay the 
bills in the first place and seo tint they 
made it up agaiu. He believed that the 
experience would be that the least deserv- 
ing men would be the moat persistent in 
getting in. 

The bill was read a second time, to be 
committed to-morrow. 

The Houso adjourned at 5:45 p.m.

San FrANOISOO, Fob. 7. — The City of Pe- 
king was sighted eighteen milea out, tho 
news being telephoned all ovor the city yes- 
terday morniugby tho Merchants' Exchange. 
It spread with incredible rapidity, and the 
Exchango rooms woro soon crowded by 
friends and relativea of thoao on board of tho 
long ovorduo steamer, as well as tho mer- 
chants and others interested in her welfare, 
all anxious to learn the details of tho Pe- 
king's trouble Tho vesaol sailed from Yo- 
kohama on January 10, and only arrived at 
her dock, in tow, early last evening. Tho 
tug Vigilant and several others went out in 
search of the City of Peking two days ago. 
Early yesterday they met the British ship 
Sierra Cadena a few milea from port, tho 
captain of which Btated that he had spoken 
the loug-looked-for vessel the day previous. 
This put tho Vigilant on tho scent and aho 
found tho City of Peking coming along 
slowly under Bail and took her in tow. It 
Was alow work, and there was a wait out- 
side of tho heads of several hours for higher 
tide. About -1 o'clock yesterday afternoon 
tho Vigilant and her tou- passed in, and an 
hour later she was at her dock. 

Capt. R, R. Searle at onco sent the fol- 
lowing report to the Merchants' Exchange : 
" Wo sailed from Yokohama on January 10. 
At 11 a.m. on January 21, in latitude 40 
deg. 11 min., longtitude 146 deg. 1U nun., 
1,120 miles from Sau Francisco, our shaft 
broke in the sleeve and we proceeded under 
3ail. From that time until our arrival we 
experienced east and noitheaat winds, in- 
creasing at times to the force of a gale, and 
at no tinio did we have forty-eight hours of 
westerly winds." 

Chief Engineer McClure gave to the 
United Preaa reporter the following report 
of tho disaster : " \Vo experienced rough 
weather after we left Yokohama. Wo got 
through it all right. On tho '_'lat, when it 
was perfectly calm, tho propeller broke 
short off. We were then 1,120 miles from 
San Francisco. We put sail on her and did 
pretty well till we met the storm tho China 
was in. Then wo had a hard time and 
waves broke over us repeatedly. We did 
not stop at Honolulu. We made for the 
China's route, hoping to be picked up by 
her. All hands had plenty to eat, and, as 
you see, are looking well. Nobody was 
hurt, and but for the delay and storm it 
was a pleasant trip." 

The passengers all speak in the highest 
terms of the otlicera and the management of 
the ship. All say that they were not at all 
uneasy. In many respects tho delay of tho 
Cite of Peking is similar to the delay of the 
City of Tokia, her sister ship, lo years ago. 
The City of Tokio was 13 days under sail, 
after having broken her crank pin, Yester- 
day afternoon Spreokels brothers ordered 
the tug Fearless out to look for tho San 
Juan, which is going under slow speed, hop- 
ing to meet tho steamer Australia, and it is 
possible that the Fearless may overhaul her.

WASHINGTON, Fob. 7. —The Hawaiian 
annexation Commissioners and Dr. Mott 
Smith, Hawaiian minister, held another 
interview this morning with Secretary Pos- 
ter, of the State department. As wero the 
previous two interviews, it was informal, 
being confined to an interchange of unofficial 
conversation on the subject of tho annexa- 
tion of the Hawaiian Islands to the United 
States. Nothing was Siid about the time 
when the commission would bo received by 
President Harrison and thus formally recog- 
nized. The determination of this date will 
depend upon the nature of the advices re- 
ceived from Honolulu, which are expected 
to reach San Francisco on the S.S. 
Australia. After the Commissioners 
had retired, Secretary Foster remained 
in consultation with Assistant Secretary 
Adec and Solicitor of Claims Partridge nn- 
til ho was late for tho meeting of the Cab- 
inet. All the members of the Cabinet were 
present at the meeting to-day, except Sec- 
retary Noble. No ohasge In the situation of 
Hawaiian affaire, us far as the Cabinet ia 
concerned, was made manifest at the meet- 
ing to-day. All the members passed their 
views upon tho subject of annexing the 
Hawaiian Islands, and unless tho President 
and Secretary of State conclude their nego- 
tiations with the Commissioners or decide 
that negotiations cannot be formally de- 
cided upon, of course there will be nothing 
for the Cabinet a3 a body to consider. 
When the Commissioners separated from 
Secretary Foster to-d'iy thero was no do- 
finite engagement made. 

The president yesterday afternoon in re- 
sponse to the resolution adopted last Fri- 
day, transmitted to the Senato copies 
of the annexation treaty negotiated 
between the representatives of the 
United States and King Kameha- 
meha in 1845, together with the 
correspondence relating thereto. Tho cor- 
respondence includes a letter of instruc- 
tions from the secretary of stato to 
the United States minister to Hawaii ; 
Gregg's report to tho stato department 
narrating the circumstances of tho nego- 
tiation of the treaty and the condit ion of 
affairs on the islands at that time : the 
minister's report of the death of King 
Kamehameha and the accession of his suc- 
cessor to the throne; tho subsequent de- 
cline of the annexation sentiment under the 
new kingdom, and finally Secretary Marcy's 
letter to the minister expressing disapproval 
of the terms of the treaty aa negotiated. 

Although tho letter of Secretary Marcy 
wiia written nearly forty years ago it ia 
thought to fairly represent the views of this 
administration upon tho question of an- 
nexation of Hawaii. In it ho objected 
to the immediate incorporation of 
the islands into the United States 
as an independent state, and said : 

"I understand the measure proposed by 
the people and that in which the present 
rulers ure disposed to concur, is annexa- 
tion as distinguished from protection ; 
and that it n their intention that 
those islands shall becoino a part of our 
territories and be under control of this 
Government as fully as any other of its ter- 
ritorial possessions. Should tho sovereignly

Resolutions were adopted heart- 
ily favoring the annexation of Hawaii. 

London', Feb. 7.— It is stated that tho 
Government of New Zealand has Bent a 
strong protest to the British Government 
against the annexation of Hawaii to the 
United States. No definite answer has been 
returned. 



MR. CHARLTON SPEAKS. 

He Says He Knows the United States Are 
Prepared for a Fair Measure 
of Reciprocity, 

Ottawa, Feb. 7. — The probable policy of 
President-elect Cleveland's administration 
and relations between Canada and tho Uni- 
ted States formed tho subject of a 
stormy debate in the Houso of Com- 
mons to-day. John Charlton, a prominent 
Liberal member, Btated t hat during hia re- 
cent visits to tho American capital, where 
he met many prominent political gentlemen 
of both parties, lie had found the people of 
Canada sJ,ood high in the estimation of 
American statesmen. Among otherproininent 
men in the Democratic party, he mentioned 
Hon. J. G. Carlisle as being well disposed 
towards grunting to Canada a fair measurt 
of commercial reciprocity, and Hon. J. C 
Springer, chairman of the congressional 
committee on ways and means, ub in favor 
of placing on tho statute books of the 
United States an offer to all countries conti- 
guous to the nation, including Canada, of B 
free interchange of the products of th 
foreat, mine and noil, both in their natural 
and manufactured state. 



Panama Canal Investigation. 

Wa.siii.noton' Citv, Feb. 7. — The Panama 
investigation was begun yesterday. Charles 
Colve, secretary of the American commit 
tee of the Panama company, testified that 
ho disbursed about §3,000,000 for tho pur- 
cliuso of materials, etc. Mr. Thompson 
was not about tho office much. The wit- 
ness was of the opinion that tho forma- 
tion of tho American committee 
contributed a great deal to the suc- 
cess of the Panama canal loan in 
France. Robert G. Ingersoll received 
§75,000 and Shellabarger & Watson §25,000 
for their services in the American company 
to obtain possession of the Panama road. 
These attorneys did not appear in any liti- 
gation, but Ingersoll appeared before the 
ongressional committee, for the company, 
ti state matters in their true light. The 
oolcs of the witness show no authority for 
the appointment of counsel.
